NASHVILLE, August 11,—Senter’s 
majority is 62,000, with nineteen coun- 
ties to hear from. The State Senate, 
which is composed of twenty-five 
members, stands as follows: Conserva- 
tives, twenty-one; Conservative Re 
publicans, four, The House of Repre- 
sentatives, composed of eighty-four 
mem bers, stands: Conservatives, sixty- 
seven; Kadicals, nine; Conservative 
Republicans six; with two districts to 
hear from.
